.A gigantic plot is on the eve of execu- 
| Tyg and the utmost energy of the gov- 


ernment is being exerted to avert a 
catastrophe. The police know that 
the Anarchists had planned a frightful 
revenge for the extradition of Comrade 
Francois, but they do not know just 
where the blow is to fall. The result is 
that Westminster, Downing street, the 
Law Courts and other public buildings 
are guarded day and night by armed 
detectives. 

The explosion was expected to take 
place last night, Three hundred men 
from ‘Scotland Yard guarded the Parli- 
ament buildings alone. A “detective 
stood in front of every door, every win- 
dow and at every corner and angle. 
The residence of the detective who ar- 
rested Francois, of the magistrates who 
heard the case, andthe jail where he 
was confined are similarly protected. 

The fact that nothing has happened 
does not prove the alarm to be baseless. 
The information which the agents of 
Scotland Yard gained a few days ago 
among Anarchists is said to be very 
authentic. The plotters have an ample 
supply of dynamite. They lacked only 
a reliable detonator or exploding appa- 
ratus. This their confreres in Paris 
agreed to supply. The strictest watch 
has been maintained ever since at 
Dover, Folkestone and other channel 
ports to detect the device in transit, if 
It was not discovered and the 
detectives are presumably ignorant 
whether it is yet delivered. 

“Several Anarchists in London are un- 
der suspicion. But as the location of 
the incriminating explosives is un- 
known no arrests have been made. As 
soon as the investigation has progressed 
a step further, itis said the plan will 
be to throw out the drag net suddeniy 
and arrest many suspected dynamiters 
in London. In the meantime the policy 
of maintaining a special guard over the 
government buildings will be continued. 


PANAMA CANAL BOODLERS. 


The Investigators Siowly Tracing Up the 
Money Paid as tribes. 

Paris, Dec. 10.--[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.}] The Panama Canal In- 
vestigation Committee today examined 
Banker Obendoerffer. He ted that 
he received commissions of over two 
million francs for arranging the lottery 
issue. He also received f.1,500,000 
for joining the guarantee syndicate. 
He refused to explain how he employed 
the money received. 

A letter from Bonaparte Wyse was 


read declaring that he was in nowise 


mixed up in the scandal. He was kept 
in the dark by the directors, and could 
only deplore the faults and lies and 
boundless waste of the company’sad- 
ministration. M. Chevillard, an em- 
ployé of a dynamite company, testified 
that h¢ signed checks for f.500,000 
which M. Barbe cashed at the Bank of 
France. He thought the checks were 
given as bribes. 

The body of Baron Reinach has been 
exhumed. The autopsy ordered by the 
government to decide whether he com- 
mitted suicide or not is proceeding. 
The result will not be known until the 
ofhcfal report is made to the govern- 
ment. 


GOSSIP FROM BERLIN. 


The Anti-Jewish Sentiment Spreading— 
The Kaiser and the Fair.

A Report That the Rock Island Has Made 
Terma. 


CuicaGo, Dec. 10.—[By the Associated 
Press.| General Manager St. John, of 
the Rock Island road, persists in his de- 
nial of the statement of Chief Ramsey 
that 85 per cent. of the men in the 
telegraph department of that road 
are out and that the system is 
crippled by the strike. St. John 
said that reports from nearly 
every station of prominence along the 
line indicate that trains are running 
well, and the telegraph system is work- 
ing as ifno operator had contemplated 
a strike. 

Kansas City, Dec. 10.—The places of 
the six striking operators in the Rock 
Island freight offices here are all filled. 
As far as Kansas City is concerned, the 
strike has no*effect. 

It is asserted here tonight that the 


strike on the Rock Island will spread to 


the conductors, the latter having, it is 
alleged, decided to go out tomorrow. 
Officials of the road flatly deny the 
statement, while the strikers firmly as- 


sert that they have promises from the 


conductors to espouse their cause. 

A report reaches here from Conway, 
Neb., that seven Rock Island conductors 
were discharged today because they de- 
clined to take out trains on orders from 
‘scab’’ dispatchers. The same re- 
port states that the Order of 
Railway Conductors has demanded that 
the discharged men be taken back at 
once, threatening toordera strike of 
conductors over the whole system if the 
demand is not conceded. The reports 
come from the operator at Conway, 
who says he obtained the ma ormation 
from one of the discharged conductors.

No Action by the Conference 
at Brussels,

But Still Hope to Save Something

The Faiiare of the Conference Already 
Discounted at Vienta— Predictions 
of Disaster to KResalt Not 
Credited There.

Brvesers, Dec. 10.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.] At today's meeting 
of the committee of the International 
Monetary Conference the plans of Tiet- 
jens, Houldsworth and Allard were de- 
bated and a final reportto the confer- 
ence was to be prepared to be sub- 
mitted on Tuesday. 

Although the bi-metallist delegates 
feel that their position is critical, they 
are hopeful the conference will not ad- 
journ without adopting a resolution 
recommending the various governments 
interested to adopt a temporary modus 
vivendi with a view to averting a finan- 
cial catastrophe. 

The committee adjourned without 
reaching a decision on any of the plans. 

Before the conference proper, Tirard, 
of the French delegation, explained his 
position in regard to bi-metallism. He 
said thatunder the present circumstan- 
ces there was no chance to substitute bi- 
metallism for mono-metallism. There 
was nothing disquieting in the po- 
sition of France. What other Latin 
countries could open mints for the coin- 
age of silver so long as Gfeat Britain, 
Germany and Austria boid aloof? Each 
country had a remedy in its own hands 
by increasing the coinage of silver. If 
every country increased the coinage of 
silver to £20 per capita the total 
amount of silver in circulation would 
be enormously increased. 


FAILURE DISCOUNTED. 


Austrian Financiers Kidicule Predictions 
of Monetary Troubles. 


Lonpon, Dec. 10.—|By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.| The Standard’s Vi- 
enna special says that the probable fail- 
ure ofthe monetary conference is so 
discounted therethat it will make no 


impression. The principal Austro- 
Hungarian papers ridicule the 
prophecies of terrible consequen- 
ces, contending that an actionp 
such as was foreshadowed in 


President Harrison's message, would 
be a breach of faith toward creditors 
which public opinion in America would 
not permit. Neither Democrats nor 
Republicans, it is said, dare repeal the 
Sherman act for fear of an unparalleled 
commercial crisis. In the mean time 
the removal of the hope of an 
international agreement for many years 
to come will exercise a healthy 
influence inchecking the output of sil- 
ver and the price will gradually find its 
level without harming anybody except 
the American silver kings. Practical 
experience in the transformation of sil- 
ver currency to gold currency has re- 
sulted in converting bi-metallists to the 
view that the rehabilitation of silver 
would fail to remove the root causes of 
agricultural depression. 


MYER AND M’AULIFFE,. 


The Old-time Antagonists Have a Lively 
Boxing Match. 

Cuicaco, Dec. 10.—[By the Associa- 
ted Press.| Jack McAuliffe, champion 
lightweight of the world, and Billy 
Myer, his old antagonist, came together 
atthe Second Regiment Armory for 
six rounds tonight. The set-to was ex- 
ceedingly lively, and the men needed 
but slight encouragement to have 
turned the boxing match irto a regular 
fight. 

It was 10:30 p.m. when McAuliffe, 

who was received with loud cheers, 
clambered through the ropes. He was 
followed five minutes later by Myer, 
who received a still warmer greeting. 
The gloves were saidto be five-ounce. 
In the first round the men took it easy, 
although Myer got in a hard one on the 
head. 
landed lightly on Myer’s ear. The lat- 
ter came back at him as time was called. 
The crowd disapproved in vigorous style, 
asthe round was not over a minute 
long. 
In the third round Myer jabbed Mc. 
Auliffe hard in the face. He ducked 
and slipped, falling to his knees. When 
he got up he received more hot ones. 

McAuliffe opened the fourth round 
by crowding Meyer around and 
forcing himtothe ropes. In the fifth 
round McAuliffe landed repeatedly 
on Myer’s stomach. Neither would 
give ground and they banged away sav- 
agely, and Myer came back just as hard. 
Clinches were numerous andthe men 
were separated twice. When time was 
called and thecontest over neither man 
was marked and both were fresh and 
looking for more.

Reform Club Banquet. 


The Speaker Leaves the Hall Be- 
cause Not Allowed to Speak.

New York, Dec. 10.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Statesmen dined as 
statesmen tonight in the concert hall 
of Madison Square Garden. It was the 
Reform Club’s dinner to President- 
elect Grover Cleveland. . The prospect 
of brilliant oratory and wise coyncil 
filled the boxes and galleries with men 
and women, and the audience was not 
disappointed. A number of the leading 
statesmen of the Democratic party, and 
of the Nation for that matter, spoke 
welland tothe point. The statesmen 
and patriots who spoke, aside from 
President-elect Cleveland, were Carl 
Schurz, Senator Roger Q. Mills of 
Texas, ex-Gov. James E. Campbell 
of Ohio, Gen. Patrick Collins of 
Massachusetts, Congressman Thomas 
Jackson of Ohio, and Ellery 
Anderson. Flowers and foliage 
plants were tastefully arranged about 
the hall. A noticeable feature about 
the dinner was the number of out-of- 
towa statesmen present. Almost every 
State'was represented. At least athird 
of the 575 who sat down to the dinner 
were from out of town. 

It was almost 8 o’clock when the pres- 
ident of the club, Ellery Anderson, 
Yapped for order. A divine blessing 
was then invoked and the dinner was 
served. While the dinner was in prog- 
ress the boxes and galleries gradually 
filled, and when the first course was fin- 
ished there was not a vacant seatin the 
house... Dinner over, President Ander- 
son arose and made a brief eulogistic 
speech of the guest ofthe evening. He 
flattered the President-elect in a most 
happy manner and closed with propos- 
ing the health and prosperous adminis- 
tration of Cleveland. e then intro- 
duced Cleveland, andthe applause be- 
came almost deafening. As it began to 
die away Cleveland arose and the en- 
thusiasm redoubled. 

CLEVELAND'S SPEECH. 

When quiet was at iength restored 
Cleveland spoke as follows: 

We can contemplate nothing more grati- 
ifying in connection with this assemblage 
than the proot it affords that the American 
people can be trusted to manage the Gov- 


erhment given into their keeping. If there 
are those who have been disappointed and 


‘disheartened by the extent to which our 


people have been deceived and misled, or 
who, with fear, have seen the heedlessness 


‘of the duty of citizenship open wide the 


door of corrupting influences. or who, with 
sad forebodings, beheld popular rule near- 
ing the fatal rocks of debauched suffrage, or 
who mourned because of appeals to selfish- 
ness and promises of unequal advantages 
were apparently undermining patriotism, 
which alone jnstifies our hope of national 
perpetuity ; let this occasion and the events 
which Ted to it reinstate faith and 
cemfidence in our countrymen. If 
we have learned that appeals to 
the patriotism of our countrymen 
and honest presentation of political prin- 
ciples to tneir intelligence and judgment 
are notin vain, the thought must not es- 
cape us that while our people will in the 
end repay with their support the political 
party which addresses their understanding 
and reason, instead of broad prejudices 
andy selfish interest, they will heartily 
avenge themselves upon those who deceive 
or betray them. 

.The national Democracy and its allies in 
political principle rejoice over the defeat 
of those whose tate is full of instruction 
and warning. If we redeem the promises 
wé made to the voters of our land, the dif. 
ficulty of our task can hardly be exagger- 
ated. Conditions involving most import- 
ant-interests must be reviewed and modi. 
fied. and perplexing problems menacing 
our safety must be settled. Above all, and 
the ultimate object of all we do, the rights 
and welfare ot our people in every condition 
in life must be placed upon a more equal 
plane of opportunity and advantage. We 
should not enter upon our workin the 
least spirit of resentment nor in heedless 
disregard of the welfare of any portion 
of our citizens. The mission of our party 
and the reforms we contemplate do not in- 
volve the encouragement of jealous ani- 
mosities nor destructive discrimination be- 
tween American interests. In order that 
we may begin with free hands, we should 
vigorously oppose all delusions which have 
their origin in undemocratic teachings or 
in demagogic attempts to deceive the peo- 
ple. -- We should strive to rid ourselves and 
our countrymen of the idea that there 
is anything shabby or disgraceful 
in économy, whether in public or 
private life. If extravagance in pub- 
lic expenditure has prevailed in the 
past it affords no excuse for continu- 
ance, and there is no breach of duty so cul- 
pable as waste of money held by public 
servants for the people's uses. The cultl- 
vation of such sentiment is notonly a high 
duty, but an absolute necessity to the con- 
summatian of the reforms we enter upon. 
We shall utterly and disgracefully fail if 
we attempt these reforms under the. infiu- 


~ette of petty partisan scheming or fear of 


jeopardizing personal ,political fortunes. 
They cau only be accomplished when un- 
eelfish patriotism guides the aspirations of 
our people and regulates the action of their 
chosen servants. We, who are to be 
charged with the responsibility of making 
and executing the laws, should begin our 
preparation for the task by rigid self-ex- 
amination and by self-purgation froin all 
ignoble and unworthy tendencies threatens 
ing to enter into our motives and designs. 

At frequent intervals during the 
speech the President-elect was inter- 
rupted by hearty applause. He warmed 
up as he proceeded, and spoke with a 
warmth that convinced his hearers 
that he meant every word he said. 
When he finished the applause lasted 
several minutes 

CARL SCHURZ’S ADDRESS. 

Hon. Car] Schurz was then introduced. 

Mr. Schurz said that the moral forces 
in politics formed a most striking illus- 
Before 
the convention many . well-meaning 
Democrats thonght and declared that, 
with Cleveland as a candidate. the Dem- 
ocratic cast would be doomed to cer- 
tain defeat. They thought that the 
man who, instead of truckling to other 
people’s prejudices, always expressed 
his convictions of mght and duty 


with trankness must pro- 
voke imsuperable opposition. The 
moral forces were a decisive fac- 
tor, however, for they turned 


to Cleveland for every vote lost several 
times as many votes of patriotic men 
who had not been Democrats before. 
These moral forces are that patriotism 
which subordinates every other consid- 


eration to the general welfare, honor | 
and greatness of country. As ‘long as |: 


Democracy means the preservation of 
popular self-government in its whole 
sphere, the maintenance of sound con- 
stitational doctrine, honesty and wise 
economy in administration, war upon 
the corrupt agenciesin our political life, 
War upon selfish monopolies and favor-

ELECTION CONTEST DISMISSED. 

The contest brought by W. V. Sweesy, 
Republican candidate for the office of 
County Clerk, to which C. D. Hamilton had 
been declared elected by a plurality of 
thirty-four votes, as shown upon the face 
of the returns, has been dismissed by the 
contestant. In his complaint Mr. Sweesy 
alleged crroneous returns had been sent in 
from many precincts, including nearly all 
precincts which cast a Republican majority 
or plurality for the bead of the ticket, bet 
gave the Democratic candidate opposing 
himaplurality. After canvassing sixteen 
precincts, including most of those in which 
he had hoped to find gains, the suit was 
dismissed, becazse the returns were found 
to be correct in almost every instance. 
The exceptions were against him. in one of 
which Hamilton gained two votes, and 
Stuart, the People’s party nominee, two; 
and in another Hamilton gained one, rais- 
ing his plurality to thirty-seven. Judge 
Campbell, therefore declared Hamilton 
elected County Clerk. 

ATTEMPTED SUICIDE. 

Late Thursday night a pistol shot was 
heard atone of the D. M. Bedford houses 
on D street, and the neighbors hastened to 
investigate the cause. On entering the 
dingy quarters the only inmate of the

But on 
Thursday evening there came to this city 
from San Diego a man named James Har- 
per, who claimed that his wife, a Spanish 
woman, had been abducted bv an Italiaa: 
The officers soon located the recreant cot- 
ple from the descriptions received, aad 
upon visiting the quarters where they bad 
settled, the woman upon seeing Harper 
made a wild rush for him, falling into his 
arms and weeping for joy, and seeking by 
every entreaty to be forgiven her wayward- 
ness, and to return to the home she had so 
shamefully deserted. Harper seemed re- 


and took her back to his bosom with appa 
ent gladness. 

They left the dazed and astonished ab- 
ductor alone in his dingy quarters, the 
woman taking with her a few articies of 
clothing which she gathered upin her hands 
and went with her husband to a hotel for 
the night and departed for San Diego ves- 
terday. But the loss of his love, but an- 
other's wife. preyed upon the abandoned 
and lonely Italian, and in his desperation 
he fired the shot which brought this story 
to light.

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AMERICA IN BERLIN. 


How the United States is Rep- 
resented There. 


William 


Walter Phelps and the 
Berlin Mission. 


How Harrison Snubbad Blaine in 
Giving Phelps His Appointment.

Special Correspondence of The Times. 

Beruix, Nov. 25, 1892.—I find Will- 
iam Walter Phelps very popular here 
in Berlin. He has raised the American 
legation to the first rank in diplomatic 
circles and he is one of the mgst influ- 
ential of the foreign ‘ministers to Ger- 
many. His work hetfe shows that it 
pays to send good men to our . foreign 
missions. It was through him that the 
Samoan treaty was made, and he has 
been very largely influential in getting 
our beef, corn and pork into Germany. 
He has a standing with the Emperor 
which no minister from America has 
ever had before; and he is as close to 
Caprivi as he wasto Bismarck when be 
was Chancellor. The friendship of 
Prince Bismarck and Mr. Phelps was 
very marked, and the two were actu- 
ally chummy during Bismarck’s resi- 
dence in Berlin, and they often dined 
together. Young Herbert Bismarck 
was as fond of Phelps as was the old 
Prince, and the two families frequently 
met around the dinner table. Mr. 
Phelps tells me that Bismarck is a de- 
lightful conversationalist, and that his 
home life ischarming: He is entirely 
free from ostentation, and he is, in re- 
ality, of very’ tender 
feeling. He is especially fond of 
his big dogs, and Minis-ter Phelps 
described an incident which oc- 
curred at one of Bismarck’s dinners, 


‘ 


where he and Mrs. Phelps were enter-. 


tained by the Prince in his palace on 
Wilhelm strasse. At just about the 
time that dinner was called the news 
was brought in that one of Bismark’s 
favorite dogs had been hurt in an acci- 
dent, and that this would necessitate 
the amputation of his leg. The old 
Prince was very much affected. The 
best surgeon in Berlin was called in to 
perform the operation, and the poor 
beast was put into the best part of the 
palace. During the dinner Prince Bis- 
marck referred frequently to the dog. 
and he was very much affected by his 
sufferings. He told Mr. Phelps that the 
dog had an almost human intelligence, 
and that he sat every night at his bed- 
side and watched him, never giving any 
sign of his presence if he were asleep, 
but always on the watch and ready to 
respond to his slightest wish when he 
was awake. Upon Bismarck’s depart- 
ure from Berlin Mr. Phelps was, among 
those who bade him good-by, and during 
my visit to Bismarck’s home at Fred- 
richsruhe I learned that the most infiu- 
ential American in Germany with the 
old Prince was William Walter Phelps. 
Mr. Phelps’s house in Berlin has several

fine portraits of Bismarck, and at one 
of the dinners which Bismarck gave to 
Phelps the old Chancellow brought out 
some American whisky and drank the 
health of the President of the United 
States with great gusto. Count Herbert 
von Bismarck paid an especial compli- 
ment to America by attending one of 
Mr. Phelps’s Thanksgiving dinners, at 
which the American residents of Berlin 
were presegpt; and when Bismarck left 
Mr. Phelps gave a farewell dinner to 
Count Herbert. 


The social features of the American 
mission here are very important ones. 
Nearly all of the ministers who repre- 
sent the European countries have large 
sums allowed them for entertaining, 
and the ministers from England and 
Russia spend more than our President's 
salary here every year in this way. 
Heretofore we have had no minister 
who has been rich enough to keep pace 
with these men, even though he had 


the ability and inclination to do so. - 


Mr. Phelps is one of the very wealthy 
men of the United States. No one 
knows just how much he is worth, and 
his fortune is estimated all the way 
from $5,000,000 to 815,000,000. He 
was born rich and his wife has a fortune 


‘in her own right, and both she and he 


have the social instincts in a large de- 
gree. Mrs. Phelps was the daughter of 
Sheffield of New Haven, who had an 
estate of something like $4,000,000, 
but who left the bulk of his fortune to 
establish the Sheffield School of Yale 
College. Mrs. Phelps has an independ- 
ent income of perhaps $15,000 a vear, 
and I have heard it estimated that the 
income of her husband is more than 
half a million dollarsevery year. Mrs. 
Phelps is a very accomplished and a 
very handsome woman. She is thor- 
oughly at home in society here, and 
she has made the home of the American 
Minister one of the most popular in 
Berlin. It was her taste that decided 
all matters as tothe furnishing of the 
home, and the American Minister's 
house in Berlin is one of the curiosities 
of the city. It bas been so much writ- 
ten about in the German newspapers 
that almost as many people come to 
look at it as go to see the palace of the 
Kaiser, and it isan evidence of what 
American money, backed by American 
brains and good taste, can do. 

The Germans do not know what an 
American home is. The people here 
live almost altogether in flats, and a 
butcher, a baker and a candlestick 
maker often live in the same house with 


| 


a count or adiplomat, and the only dit- 
ference is in the floor or in the furnish- 
ing of the rooms. | It is only the wealth- 
iest who can afford independent estab- 
lishments, and you find few whole 
houses for rent. Mr. Phelps wanted a 
house to himself and he wanted itina 
fashionable part of the city. Helooked 
high and low, but could find none. He 
then concluded to make one and he se- 
lected his corner without regard to the 
people that were init. He then sent a 
man to buy out the tenants. There 
were several stores on the ground floor. 
He got the storekeepers to give up their 
leases fora cOnsideration. He did the 
same with the fashionable people who 
had flats above these, and thus went on 
until he had cleaned out every tenant of 
the building. He then leased the build- 
ing for himself and turned in the car- 
penters and the masons. He remodeled 
it in such a way that he has now one of 
the finest houses in Berlin, and I doubt 
whether there are any private resi- 
dences here which compare with it in 
size. Instead of tramping to the third 
floor before you getto the door of his 
home, you, enter now from the street 
and you come into a big vestibule or 
ante-room. Itwas formerly a store, but 
itnow formsthe entrance hall. It is

about twenty feet square, and it is 
walled and carpetedin a rich old red, 
and over the door opposite the entrance, 
so that you see it as soon as you come 
into the room, is draped the red, 
white and blue of the American 
flag. This hall has oaken seats 
along its sides and there are great 
mirrors set into its walls upon tables, be- 
low which are brushes and combs, and 
itis here that the lackeys and maids 
wait for their mistresses when they are 
being entertained above and where 
you stop while your cards are pre- 
sented. Passing under the American 


flag by a brorze statue of an Indian mai- * 


den you go by winding stairs of white 
oak to the second story, which forms 
the living and entertaining part of the 
house. You go between marble col- 
umns atthe head of it and enter an- 
other hall, in which a second flag greets 
you, and on the walls of which you see the 
red, white and blue. Through this you 
come into the parlors. There are two 
of these and they are so connected to 
the library, the sitting-room and the 
dining-room that you can stand in the 
corner of the room at the end and have 
nearly one hundred feet of parlor 
stretching away from you at either side. 
Vice President Morton has 120 feet of 
parlors in his celebrated Washington 
mansion, but Minister Phelps has here 
200 feet of connecting rooms, making 
up eight large parlors, all magnificently 
furnished. These rooms are separated 
from one another by folding doors. be- 
fore which portiers of colors, which 
harmonize with the walls, hang. Each 
room is: furnished in a different color 
and in place of the dark, sombre hues 
affected by the Germans, Mrs. Phelps 
has lightened up everything and has ar- 
ranged the furniture so that it is home- 
like rather than stiff. Every room has 
its individuality and even the stoves 
have been made to harmonize with the 
furniture and the walls. 


The stoves of a house like this are 
one of its prettiest features. They are 
of the massive Dutch order, made of 
porcelain, and as beautifully colored 
and shaped as though they were orna- 
ments fora dinner table rather than 
heating machines. These stoves take 
the place of our mantels and many of 
them have shelves on which are set pic- 
tures and bric-a-brac. The stove in the 
parlor must be twelve feet high. It is 
ofarich dark polished green, while 
that in the yellow room, at the corner, 
is of a cream and sky blue, touched up 
with gold. Mr. Pbelps tells me that 
these stoves keep the house very com- 
fortable, and that they do very well in 
place ofa furnace. The floors of the 
house are waxed and they are of fine 
woods, and upon them lie rare old rugs, 
which Mr. Phelps bought at Constanti- 
nople some years ago. 
of the parlora dado, about five feet 
high, runs around the room, and this, 
with a shelf at the top, forms a resting 
place for photographs and placques and 
the thousand and one curios which Mr. 
Phelps has gathered from different 
parts of the world. Upon the walls are 
many fine pictures. There is one, a 
copy from that of the British Museum, 
which represents the trying of Charles 
I,, and in which John Phelps, one of 
Mr. Phelps’s ancestors, was the clerk. 
He isa stiff-looking old Presbyterian, 
seated before a desk in the midst of the 
courtroom, and William Walter Phelps

says he is proud of him because he had 
the nerve to write his own name boldly 
at the end of each page of the record of 
the trial, while most of the other men 
connected with it were afraid of future 
consequences. Near this there are pic- 
tures of the Emperor of Germany and 
the Empress, and beside them photo- 
graphs of President and Mrs. Harrison. 
There are many fine water-colors, and 
one which!I noted was by the most 
famous water-color painter of © the 
world. Mr. Phelps pointei out to me 
and told me facetiously that it was al- 
most good enough to be a chromo. > 


One of Mr, Phelps’s pictures has at- 
tracted a great deal of attention from 
artists in Europe. Iti®an oil painting, 
about three by four feet in size, repre- 
senting a prim little Dutch girl. The 
coloring of this is very fine, and it is 
generally thought to be a Valasquez. 
Mr. Phelps got it in a curious way, and

ry had intended—so the story goes— 


he told me the story. Said he: ‘That 
tcture came to me. through John F. 
laplain, and he bequeathed it to me 
in his will when he died in Vienna. 
This man Delaplain was a curious fel- 
low. He lived the life of arich young 
fellow in New York until he got to be 
about forty, when all at once he disap- 
peared. No one knew where he had 
gone, until he at last turned up In Vi- 
enna and opened a house there. He 
had one of the finest palaces of the 
city, and he entertained so magnifi- 
cently thatthe American ministers to 
Austria became sort of an appanage to 
him. He was finally made the secre- 
tary of the legation, and I knew him 
while I was Minister to Austria. His 
house was magnificently furnished. He 
had the finest of paintings, and he had 
sO many curios that when he gave his 
biggest entertainments he had to have 
some of these moved out. Well, he 
died there about twelve years ago, and 
at that time left this painting to me. 
Then a woman of Salzburg turned up as 
his wife with a boy of 10, whom she 
broaght forth as the pledge of their 
love, and dispygted the will) The case 
was in the cburts until a few months 
ago, when it was settled as far as this 
picture was concerned, and it came to 
me.’’ 


The American legation in Berlin is 
quite as well appointed as Minister 
Phelps’s home. Its offices are on Kro- 
nen strasse, just off Frederichs strasse, 
in the business centerofthecity. Most 
of the foreign countries own their own 
legation buildings here, but the United 
States rents its quarters. Mr. Phelps's 
landlord, however, is an American in- 


stitution, andthe building in wWkich it | 


is located belongs to the Equitable Life 
Insurance Company. I had to look for 
half an hour before 1+could find the 
offices of our legation at St. Petersburg, 
and there is no sign on the door, nor 
does the American lex float from the 
legation windows, as it does here. 
The secretary of legation there, 
Mr. Wortz, is a Philadelphian who 
has been abroad for years, and 
who seems to care: more for adVanc- 
ing his own social interests than those 
of Americans who visit Russia. The 
legation in Berlin has a sign on the 
ground floor, and it is American in 
every sense of the word. Ascending to 


the second floor you find a half dozen |, 


large rooms, all of which are well fur- 
nished and upon the walls of which 
hang portraits of great Americans. 
Mr. Phelps’s own oflice is about twenty 
feet square, and his desk stands just in 
frontof two black marble pillars on 
which are the busts of George Washing- 
ton and Frederick the Great. Between 
these two, onethe greatest of American 
and the other the greatest of German 
generals, Mr. Phelps sits and works, 
and here you may find him at almost 
any time in the day. There is no red 
tape about the office and all Americans 
are welcome, and Mr. Phelps, in his 
treatment of them, shows that he is an 
American to the backbone. There are 
something like two thousand Americans 
in Germany, and it is safe to say that 
he has entertained nearly every one of 
the large Berlin colony. 


I have spent some time at the Amer- 
ican legaiion here during my stay at 
Berlin, and the odd duties which an 
American minister has to perform I find 
very interesting. There are a thousand 
and one things outside of diplomatic ne- 


gotiations te be attended to, and’ Mr 


Phelps has his hands full. Every now 
and then he hasto marry an American 
couple, and during his stay he per- 
formed the marriage service of Miss 
Bowler of Cincinnati to John Living- 
ston of New York. He acted not long 
ago as godfather to the baby of the 
Countess Pappenheim, and every now 
and then he has to settle the cases of 
American citizens who were born in 
Germany, but who left for America 
without taking proper leave of the 
army. . He has to go to all sorts of ex- 
hibitions and charity fairs, and he has 
entertained to a greater or less extent 


.| every prominent American who comes 


to Berlin. He watches the interests of 
American companies in Germany, and 
the insurance companies and the Stan- 
dard Oil Company get considerable at- 
tention from him. He tends to the lit- 
tle things as wellas the big anes, and 
he gota. permit from Chancellor Ca- 
privi for Buffalo Bill to take bis show 
through the empire, and he is called 
ppon to make speeches at all sorts of 
gatherings, from a presentation to the 
Emperor to a Thanksgiving meeting of 
the Americanriflemenin Berlin. When 
the Empress Augusta died he made an 
eulogy upon her before the Young Men's 
Christian Association, and not long ago 
he delivered a speech before the Medi- 
cal Congress when it met here. 


Speaking of Mr. Phelps’s appoint- 
ment, I heard a queer story about it not 
long ago, which, in view of the tronble

The natu- 
ral course would have been for the ap- 
pointment to have come through Blaine, 
but Harrison evidently did not want to 
please Blaine by letting him make the 
appointment, and it rather looks as 
though he did itin this way as a snub 
direct.

him from London to, foreign capitals 
the very latest gossip of the unprinted 
kind, sothat he was even more in re- 
quest among the various members of 
Her Majesty's missions than the society 
journals, and, when on the wing, as the 
Mercury of His Royal Mistress, he 
scarcely ever knew whatit was to lunch 
or dine at his own expense. 

Thus it was that, just before starting 
once on his return journey from St. 
Petersburg, he formed the center of a 
festive circle Hotel d'Angle- 
terre, and presen the luncheon party 
was joined by the Hon. Mr. Lauderdale, 
or ‘‘Lawdy dah,’’ ag some preferred to 
call him. who had just come over from 
the embassy facing the Neva with most 
urgent and important dispatches for 
Downing street. 

The fact was that the Afghan fron- 
tier question had again assumed a most 
acute and alarming character, and the 
scales of war and peace between En- 
gland and Russia hung trembling in the 
balance. 

“Say, old man,’’ remarked Mr. Bully-

It was n@ light thing, for 
example. to have to ride from Belgrade 
to Stamboul, or to post from Calais to 
Vienna, and the bearer of government 
dispatches also carrie1 arms, so, if 
need be, to defend his letter-bags with 
his life. For nothing was more com- 
mon in the wicked old intriguing days 
than attempts on the part of hostile 
ministers to possess themselves of docu- 
ments in the course ‘of transmission 
from a government to its representa- 
tives abroad, or contrariwise. As .wit- 
ness, for example, the notorious case 
of Capt. Sinclair, a Swedish mes- 
sage-bearer to the Turks, who was mur- 
dered and rified by agents of the Em- 
press Elizabeth of Russia. But nowa- 
days the only real danger to the safe 
transmission of diplomatic correspond- 
ence arises from the natural enough 
temptation besetting certain postal au- 
thorities to tamper with the letters 
committed to their care; and hence the 
postman has not yet altogether sup- 
planted the foreign office messenger, 
or cabinet courier, though the latter 
has now discarded at once his distinc- 
tive uniform, as,well as his defensive 
arms, and takes his seat in a railway 
carriage with his traveling bags and 
rugs around him, and nothing to differ- 
entiate him from the ordinary run of 
first or second class passengers. 

Capt. MacCulloch always put his dis- 
patch case imto his traveling bag, which

The Chinese Emperor Knows Naught of 
. What His Subjects Look Like. 

The traveler who is strolling about 
the principal thoroughfares of Pekin is 
liable, at a crossing of two main streets, 
to find a huge screen of patchwork 
cloth suspended from poles in sucha 
way as to obstruct the view from 
only" a narrow opening 
being left for carts and pedestrians, 
says the North China Herald. Pursu- 
ing his way, he notices that the en- 
trance to all the many alleys is barri- 
caded with rush mats, and that the 
same kind of screemis placed in front 
of ruined temples and vacant lots 
which have been used as the places of 
deposit of filth or rubbish. Whenever 
the Emperor is about to make his exit 
from the city or is about to return 
criers announce the fact.to the people, 
who then disappear, not to emerge 
until the invisible monarch has passed, 
when things goon as usual until the 
next occasion of like nature. 

What does the Emperor think, how 
much does he know, what does he think 
that he knows, does he think at all, 
what is the specific gravity of the dark- 
ness in which he perpetually abides, 


and how many bent rays of light reach 
him through the ppaque oyster skulls, 
known as ‘‘boards?’? This mat-and- 
bed quilt theory of government 
is not confined to the Emperor, 
but runs all the way through the 
ranks of officiaidom. The district mag- 
istrate is supposed to be the man who 
knows his district, and the prefect the 
man who knows his prefecture; but 
these are mere figures of speech used 
in a purely ideal way. No one in a dis- 
trict knows less of what is going on 
within its boundaries thanthe chief 
officials: no one would have more 
trouble in finding out what is going on, 
supposing he really desired to know. 
Asarule there is no one who really 
cares to know, provided the taxes are 
paid and the people are ‘‘tranquilized.’’ 

It is difficult for most Chinese officials 
to come to any useful conclusion as to 
their duties, for the reason that they 
generally have too little interest in 
the matter, and in reality are almost 
as much pinioned in shackles as the. 
prisoners at the doors of their 
vamens Wearing wooden platforms 
about their necks, but with this differ- 
ence, that the sentence on the pris- 
oner is for a definite term and end, f 
while that of the official is too often 
limited only by his life. Chinese offi- 
ciaidom is largely shut up in a shell, 
just as it was a generation ago, and if 
we hear the hammering within it is 
much more likely to be a defense 
against those outside to prevent their 
breaking in than an effort on the part 
of the imprisoned men to get out.

Bankraptecy of the Principal Lineal De. 

scendant ot Christopher Colambas.

By astrange and unfortunate coin- 


cidence the quadri-centennial anniver- 


sary of the discovery of Amer- 
ica by Columbus was. signalized 
by the deciaration as bankrupt 
of his principal lineal decend- 


ant, Don Christovan Colomb, Duke of 
Veragua, and a couple of days after the 
ceremonies at Chicago in connection 
with the dedication of the World's Fair 
the furniture, the ancestral portraits, 
and all the valuable relics contained in 
the Duke’s palace at Madrid were sold 
by order of the sheriffin behalf of the 
Duke's creditors at public auction. 

The Duke’s ruin is due not so much to 
personal extravagances as to unfortun- 
ate speculation and investment. With 
very pronounced tastes for farming, he 
has devoted enormous sums to the de- 
velopment of agriculture in Spain with- 
out, however, reaping any financial re- 
sults. « 

Some three or four months ago, at’ 
the time of the financial crisis, his diff- 
culties reached a climax, and he was 
compelled to announce to his creditors 
his insolvency. Hoping that he would 
be able to effect some arrangement, 
they deferred for a time the winding up 
of his affairs, but as he has been unable 
to do anything in the direction of a 
compromise, they lost patience and 
proceeded to extremities. 

The Duke, whoisaman 50 yearsof 
age, and who held the rank of Minister 
of the Navy in the Liberal Cabinet of 
Sefior Sagasta, has now retired to a lit- 
tle village some fifty miles dis- 
tant from Madrid, where he is living in 
the very humblest circumstances. In 
view of allthisI venture to doubt as 
to the likelihood of his availing himself 
of the invitation tendered him by the 
United States Government to take part 
in the great Columbian ceremonies at 
Chicago next year. 

Possibly it may occur to somefpatriotic 
readers of this column that the achieve- 
ments of the great discoverer of this 
country might most appropriately be 
commemorated by setting his descend- 
ant once more upon his legs, financially 
speaking.

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BY ELECTRICITY. 


A Providence Man Stabbed by Its 
Agency. 


A Human Heart Punctured by a 
Horse-hair Needle, 


And the Man Brought Back to Life 
Thereby. 
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Is Electricity to Be Used as an Anmsthetic? 
Some Recent Discoveries — The 
Electric Current as a Reme- 
dial Agent. 


_ Special Correspondence of The Times. 

New York, Nov. 25.—A man whose 
appearance suggested that death had 
seized him was in the hands of a physi- 
cian of Providence, who believed thata 
chatice for life remained, and that, if 
the action of the _heart could be quick- 
ened, it might be possible to save this 
patient. Yetevery remedy known to 
medical science had been applied, and 
without success. The physician was 
sure that, although not the slightest 
symptom of heart beat could be de- 
tected, and that organ seemed perfectly 
still, yet life had not so completely de- 

parted as to make renewed action im- 
possible. The physician therefore de- 
cided to attempt a desperate remedy. 
He determined to pierce the man’s 
heart with a needle, and then apply an 
agent whose power is recognized by the 
medica] profession, but whose use is yet 
to be well understood. 

The surgeon, therefore, selecting a 
small needle not larger than a hair, very 
sharp, attached to it a wire connecting 
with an electric battery. With pre- 
cision of hand, the surgeon thrust this 
_ needle into the patient’s breast, press- 
ing it uutil it punctured the heart. The 
patient was unconscious; be felt no 
pain, and, if he had been sensitive, the 
pang would have been no greater tor- 
ture than the prick of a needle gives. 
The electric current was then applied, 
the surgeon listening with intensest 
emotion, for he had zeal for his patient 
and also the enthusiasm of science. 
For a little while ft seemed as though 
this remedy must fail, but after a little, 
the experienced ear of the surgeon de- 
tected the faintest of pulsations, and 
as the current of electricity continued 
its passage through the heart, that 
organ, whose fibres were but a contin- 
vation of the electric needle, re- 
sponded, began again to beat, and send 
the blood coursing through the veins, 
and, after a little, the patient opened 
this eyes and was alive again. Never 
had science brought back one so near to 
death’s door as this man was, and the 
joy of the surgeon in saving his pa- 
tient’s life was almost equaled-by that 
delight which the true scientist expe- 
riences when he has made a discovery 
of material value. 

This is regarded as perhaps the most 
important, as it is the most sensational, 
of all the cases reported to that infant 
association, which is called the Electro- 
Therapeutical Society, an association 
whick some of the ablest electrical ex- 

rts, as well as some of the most bril- 

iant men in the medical profession, be- 
lieve will, in the course of a few years, 
develop the use of electricity as a med- 
ical agent with the accuracy and scien- 
tific precision which the use of drugs en- 
tails. 

This society has just had its second 
annual meeting; 150 mencoming from 
all parts of the United States were 
present. Some of them are medical 
men of scientific knowledge who have 
experimented with electricity with as- 
tounding results, and have‘ reduced ex- 
periments to something like scientific 
formula. Others are medical practi- 
tioners who do not possess an expert 
knowledge of electricity, but who have 
astrong faith in its use as a medical 
agent. Among, the ablest of the men 

resent were Dr. W. J. Morton of New 

ork, aman of great medical learning 
and brilliant intellect, and son of the 
discoverer of anesthesia; Drs. Kellogg 
of Battle Creek, Mich., who has made 
some amazing discoveries; Hutchinson 
of Providence, who had in the past year 
demonstrated the use of electricity as 
a local anesthetic in a» manner which 
will probably give him fame; Herndon 
of Chicago and others who are pursuing 
this study with the intensest enthu- 
siasm. 

Dr. Hutchinson’s discovery may, per- 
haps, rank after its use is more per- 
fectly developed with the use of cocaine 
as a local anewsthetic and nitrus-oxygen 
and perbaps even with chloroform or 
ether without the danger which attends 
the use of these liquid anzsthetics. 
Hutchinson had a patient who was suf- 
fering dreadful tortures with a felon. 
The treatment called for lancing or cut- 
ting away a little, but the pain attend- 
ing such an operation is frequently 
more than the sufferer can bear. Hutch- 
inson applied the electric current to it 
in a peculiar way and instantly all sen- 
sation in the finger ceased and he was 
able to perform the surgical operation 
necessary without causing the slightest 


pain. 

Ordinarily the use of electricity for 
this purpose would be of no avail, but 
Hutchinson made the remarkable dis- 
covery, whether by -experiment or 
chance he does not say, thatif an in- 

_terrupted electrica)] current is passed 
through a morbid condition of the hu- 
man fiesh, the vibrations interrupted in 
such manner as to produce exactly such 
vibrations as would cause upon a wind 
instrument the’sound represented on 
the musical scale by the middle A, then 
this particular and peculiar vibration 
acts as an anesthetic. 

On the other hand, if the vibratory 
interruptions were such as to represent 
any other sound in the musical scale, 
then, instead of anzsthesia, excruciat- 
ing pain was caused. When the experi- 
ment or operation was performed on the 

atient with the felon, the vibrator was 
.iIna distant room where he could not 
hear it. Therefore the sound caused by 
the vibrations had no part in this oper- 
ation. This discovery is believed to be 
the first step, possibly, in what may ul- 
timately be developed as the science of 
electrical anwsthesia, which may possi- 
bly supplant all other agents now used 
for producing lack of nerve sensation. 

Following the remarkable operation 

by which, after puncturing a man’s 
heart with a needle, he was brought to 

_Nfe, and this other discovery of Dr. 
Hutchinson's, there have come remark- 
able experiences which Dr. Keliogg of 
Battle Creek has met with in the past 

year. By using a current of peculiar 
nature and intensity Kellogg discov- 
ered that he was able to cause muscular 
action in limbs that*were seemingly 
dead. A patient suffering from spinal 
trouble woo was unable to use his legs 
on that account was subjected to a cur- 
rentof thissort. The musclesin the 
limbs responded, and by continued ap- 
plications their normal condition was 
almost restored, so that the legs became 
healthy and the muscles strong. instead 
of fabby and deadened from lack of ex- 


ercise. The same current applied toa 
person suffering from St. Vitus’ 
dance enabled the physician to 
gain control over ‘the muscles, 


and although the experiments have 


| 


not gone yet far enough to deter- 
mine that, yet it seems within the 
bounds of probability that the time may 
not be far away when the dread disease 
may be conquered or at least controlled 
by electricity scientifically applied. 
Kellogg made another discovery which 
may have an important bearing in the 
treatment of cases of derangement of 
the stomach. He found that by use of 
instruments charged with electricity 
peculiarly generated he could hear dis- 
tincitly what may be described as the 
churning process that goes on in the 
stomach during digestion, and when this 
experiment was described every medi- 
cal man knew that with the aid of the 
ear it may be more easy to difgnose 
troublesome affections of the stomach 
than has beenthecase heretofore. This 
peculiar electric current may come into 
general use for the cure of torpidity of 
the bowels, especially of chronic cases, 
for Kellogg ciscovered that as a reme- 
dial agent of this kind it was in some 
cases most effective. 

Other developments which have been 
made the past year were discussed with 
scientific zeal at this meeting. It was 
said, for instance, that it had been dis- 
covered that some remarkable cure or 
relief in cases of tumor had been 
effected by placing the morbid flesh be- 
tween the poles of a strong magnet. 
Some interesting experiments were 
made with a very powerful magnet at 
Edison’s works. it was discovered that 
a drop of healthy blood was not affected 
in the slightest by the magnetic cur- 
rent, although a microscope placed 
over it was so powerfully infiu- 
enced that it was almost § impos- 
sible to hold it in position. Adrop of 
water was affected slightly bv the mag- 
neticcurrent. It was suggested by some 
of the electrical experts, among whom 
were Prof. Houston and Mr. Kennelly, 
Edison's chief electrician, and Mr.Carty, 
the chief electrician of the Metropol- 
fttan Telephone Company, who were 
present, that the magnetic current, 
while having no effect whatever upon 
healthy tissue, may be potent in its in- 
fluence upon morbid tissues, such as 
make uptumors. In this direction ex- 
periments will be continued and inves- 
tigations carried on during the coming 
year. 

Electrician Carty, ina paper which 
he read to these medical scientists, sug- 
gested that in the beginning of this new 
department of medical science it was 
absolutely necessary to secure a nomen- 
clature. Thereis none now. A physi- 
cianin Michigan might report that he 
had treated with success a case with 
Faraday, meaning by that a Faraday 
battery, and another physician in New 
York might make some other report 
of a treatment with Faraday, but 
that would mean no more. than 
if a physician should say he had pre- 
scribed opium. Itis necessary for a 
correct understanding to know how 
much opium. At» present there is no 
such scientific nomenclature as there is 
in the use of drugs. A medical pre- 
scription is understood the world) over, 
and the use of electricity as a medical 
agent will be of slow progress until 
there is an agreement as to terms. 
This is to be considered by the associa- 
tion during the coming year. President 
Morton, in a half jest, suggested that 
the time might be near at hand when a 
prescription would read: ‘‘Recipe— 
Take volts s0 many, amperes so many, 
interruptions so many, and alternations 
so many,’’ thus describing accurately 
the nature of the electrical current to 
be administered; and yet what was sug- 
gested in this half playful maaner 
seemed, after all, to the association to 
contain possibly the keynote of electro- 
therepeutics or electricity as a medical 
agent. 

The association held its first meeting 
a year ago, and that was not a very 
successful gathering. The study was 
then in its infancy, and for that matter 
is now, but there were a few medical 
men of great ability whose professional 
character is of the highest, who have 
such faith in electricity as a medical 
agent that they believe it is likely to 
play asimportant a part in the world of 
medical energy as it has in the world of 
traffic, communication ard commercial 
developments. These men kept the 
association together and succeeded in 
bringing into the association this year 
a greatly increased membership. The 
reports of the extraordinary discoveries 
made carried the enthusiasm of the 
members to the highest pitch, and when 
the association adjourned its meet- 
ing it was apparent that it was no 
longer a tentative effort, but that a 
permanent scientific and authoritative 
society had been formed out of which 
may come results of the highest import- 
ance tothehuman race. Investigation 
will be pursued during the coming year 
in this direction with as much zeal and 
enthusiasm as characterizes the study 
of commercial electricity. It is the de- 
sire to take electricity out of the hands 
of ignorant and quacklike men who 
have made use of it, and it is probable 
that before long legislatures will be ap- 
pealed to to pass laws regulating the 
use of electricity just as the use of 
drugs for medical purposes is controlled 
by statute. Furthermore, it is now be- 
lieved that a course in electro-thera- 
peutrics will before long become as 
necessary a part of the curriculum of 
medical colleges as is the study of 
chemistry or anatomy. 

Edison and other electrical experts 
have long regarded the human body as 
one of the most delicate, most suscepti- 
ble and exquisite of electrical machines, 
sotospeak. That there is some similar 
relation between the operations which 
generate the electric current in a bat- 
tery and those which maiptain life in 
the human system has long been sus- 
pected, and some electricians think 
will, before many years have passed, be 
scientifically demonstrated to be the 
truth; and, therefore, the ablest of 
medical men who have given this sub- 
ject attention are inclined to wonder 
whether, when this science has become 
advanced, it may not, perhaps to a 
great extent, supplant the use of drugs 
as aremedial agent. Of course these 
men do not say that it will; they do not 
even say they expect it will, but they do 
say, in view of the astonishing discov- 
eries already made while the science is 
in its infancy, itis not too much fora 
scientific mantodeciare that the su- 
premacy of electricity in medicine may 
be one of the developments of the fu- 
ture. E. Jay Epwarps.

A FRENCH SUNDAY SCHOOL 


IN THE FAUBOURG ST. ANTOINE, 
PARIS, 


Special Correxpondenee of The Times. 
Pants, Nov. 29.—The Faubourg St. 
Antoine is one place in Paris never for- 


by readers of French history. 


t was from this Faubourg the people 
swarmed in 1789 and pulled down the 
walls and loosened the prisoners of the 
Bastile. 

It was the women of this Faubourg 
‘St. Antoine who three months later 
marched bareheaded to Versailles, ten 
miles away, and brought back with 
them to Paris the ‘‘Baker,’’ the ‘'Ba- 
ker’s Wife,’’ and the ‘Baker's Little 
Boy,’’ as they called the King, the 
Queen and the dauphin. All through 
this terrible revolution these women 
ram about Paris, red caps on their 
heads and long pikes in their hands, 
crying for the blood of the aristocrats. 

In 1848 and again in 1871 the Fau- 
bourg St. Antoine repeated the part it 
had played in 1789. There is revolu- 
tion in its blood, and little wonder! 
The Faubourg is hungry most of the 
time, and when fighting means ‘‘more 
bread”’ it is glad to ght. 

Not all the revolutionsin Saint An- 
toine have been bloody. There has been

a peacefyl one going on there for twenty 
years. Paris in general knows littie or 
nothing of.it. 

The center of this, revolution is not a 
fortress or a barricade, It is a Sunday 
school. 

Twenty years ago a few people con- 
nected with the McAll Mission to 
France, so well known in America, re- 
solved to start a Sunday school for the 
children of St. Antoine. After eight 
years of exciting ups and downs two 
young men, one of them a Scotchman, 
C. E. Greig, who has given his life to 
the poor of Paris, and a painter, Mr. 
Christole, an American whe had hada 
picture in the salon, took the school. 
They were full of bright ideas, Mr. 
Greig could sing and play, Mr. Chris- 
tole could draw. They soon had the 
room full of children. A quees lot 
they were, lawless as their fathers who 
had pulled down the Bastile and built 
barricades in defiance of governments 
and armies. - 

It was not an easy matter to run the 
school. Many a boy came in expressly 
to break up the meeting. -One day one 
of the worst chefs of the streets, with 
all his followers at his heels, opened 
the doorand came in. Confident of 
their ability to ‘‘clean out’ the school, 
they began tohoot. Mr. Grieg does 
not believe in nonserse. He promptly 
collared the leader of the young ruf- 
fians, and, marching him ahead, start d 
for the door. 

One of the band hada heavy stick, 
and he ran after, with it raised, to 
strike Mr. Grieg over the head. The 
latter was seized with a sudden impulse 
to ttirn around. He did s0, turning his 
captive at the same time. Down came 
the stick, but hot on the head of the su- 
perintendent. The young brigand re- 
ceived its full weight. 

It was a sheepish pair of fellows who 
went out of the door amid the applause 
of the Sunday-school, which shouted ua- 
tilthe raftera rang: ‘Vive Monsieur 
Greig!” St. Antoine is generally for 
the man who comes out ahead. 

St. Antoine girls are not much better 
than the boys. Their mothers have no 
time to ‘“‘bring them up.’’ Many of 
them afe fish-wives. They sit all day

by a little cart filed with damp cod and 
fays and slippery eels or they are 
wheeling their wares along the street. 
Instead of fish they sometimes sell veg- 
etables or fruit or cheap notions. They 
often must fight to protect their goods. 

Of course such mothers do not spend 
much time training their little girls. 
These girls have the faculty of Aanding 
out everything which goés on from one 
end of the Faubourg tothe other. No 
matter what it is—fight, street song, 
fire, progession, Sunday. school—they 
are always ‘“‘in 

Among the little girls who came to 
St. Antoine in its early days was one 
whois now a teacher, a fine young 
woman of perhaps 25. She found -her 
way to the Sunday-school curiously. 
At the time of the Commune her father, 
after one of the awful days of riot and 


bloodshed, took his little girl on his arm 


and went to the cabaret (saloon, as we 
would say) to discuss the situation and 
drink with his comrades. The strange 
scenes enacted there were never for- 
gotten by the child. 

When she grew big and bad she took 
it into her head one day to go witha 
band of little Faubourieanes, of whom 
she was chef, to seq that cabaret. She 
found in its place a Sunday-school. 

She came several times, and always 
was riotous. Atlast Mr. Greig “kept 
her after school” and talked to her se- 
riously. She said, when he stopped: 
“You will néver have to talk to me 
again, Mr. Greig.’ He never did. To 
day she is one of the best teachers fn 
the school, sings in the choir and helps 
in all the work of the McAll Mission. 

This girl comes from a typical Fat- 
bourg home. There is but one room. 
At one end stands the father’s work- 
bench; in the middle the mother’s wash- 
tub; at the other end the table; at one 
side a bed. There is a dark’ closet, 
where the family heap things in the 
daytime, and where the children sleep 
at night. This nome is up in the 
seventh or eighth story of the dingy old 
houses which line the streets of the 
quarter. 

From such material and such bomes 
one of the best Sunday-schools I ever 
saw has been made. is school uses 
the same lessons that we do in the 
United States. Its picture cards and 
papérs are printed in America, in 
Frenctrgpf course. 

Of course the school has its meérry- 
makings, the greatest of which is at 
Christmas. Then there is a tree and 
presents for everybody. These are 
distributed strictly according to merit. 
Good lessons, good behavior, regalar 
attendance are richly rewarded by the 
St. Antoine Santa Claus. 

This Christmas is complete down 
even to ‘“Sunday-school sclrolars’’ who 
never appear excepting during the gift 
season. Oiseaux de Noel (Christmas 
birds) is what the Faubourines call 
them. Last year they received very 
suitable presents. Among the many 
things which Parisian street-hawkers 
sell is a hideous bird made from highly 
colored feathers and wools. Ii pro- 


found solemnity Mr. Greig presented to 
each of the Oiseaux de Noel one of 
these gay monstrosities. Everybody 


“saw the point,’’ and some of the gift 
hunters were so ashamed that they have 
taken to regular attendance to redeem 
themselves. An interesting thing about 
this* French Sunday-school is the Way 
pupils are put to work when too big 
for classes. The big boys become. po- 
licemen. ‘Sunday-school policenfen’’ 
sounds droll, but without such a force 
lam afraid there would sometimes be 
riot, if not bloodshed, in the mission 
walls. These policemen have their reg- 
ular posts inthe room, and young des- 
peradoes are passed from one to an- 
other in short metre and landed in the 
street. At least a half dozen are put 
out at every session. There is noth- 
ing dull about Sunday-school in the 
Faubourg. 

Many of the older girls and boys be- 
come teachers, others sing in the choir, 
others help atthe weekly soup. This 
“‘soup’’ is one way that Mr. Greig takes 
of teaching his voung people that if 
they are poor they are not too poor to 
help somebody else. 

With money given by friends 
mission, materials 
week for many gallons 6f soup. e old 
women of the mission have a ‘‘bee’’ to 
prepare it. The voung people look up 
the hungry and give them soup tickets, 
and on every soup evening help Mr. 
Greig sefve. 

On Saturday nights the hall is 
pene with peeple actually famishing. 

nless you have been hungry, not for 
a day, but for a week, you cannot know 
how these creatures feel. Many of 
them are rarely warm. They do not’ 
sleep in beds, but under the bridges of 
the Seine and behind the merchandise 
along the quays. Many are young. 
Others are old. Some carry all their 
possessions in a bundle hung about 
their waists. There are a few women, 
now and then one who carries a baby, 

It is always a quiet crowd. It is only 
when the great tanks of soup are 
brought in that it shows any interest, 
Then it rises in its seats and struggles 
to get a glimpse of the stuff. It follows 
every bowl passed with longing eyes, 
and when a man’s turn comes hé seizes 
his dish and drinks his portion in a way 
that is horrible to see. 

The bowls are emptied and refilled as 
long as there is soup. How much could 
they eatif the soup did hot give out? 


‘Ido not know. Mr. Greig tells of one 


man who ate seventeen bowls full. 
This is the peaceful revolution of the 
Faubourg St. Antoine.

| takes his position for 


MAKING A MARKSMAN. 


HOW UNITED STATES SOLDIERS ARE 
TRAINED TO SHOOT. 


By Lisat, F. P. Fremont, U.S.A.

Upto about eleven years ago the 
United States had no systematic method 
of training their soldiers to shoot. 

Good shots there were in plenty, but 
not asa result.of Government educa- 
tion in that direction. Only @small 
amount of ammunition was allowed for 
the purpose of target practice, and if a 
company was notedas being composed 
of ‘good shots,’’ it was the result of 
the company commanders’ work in that 
direction. 

Now all is different. , Under the pres- 
ent system ne option is @iven, unless 
excused by @ medical off_icer, and then 
the certificate must form a part of the 
man’s record; every man belonging to a 
company must become as proficient a 
marksman as constant practice can 
make bim. 

BEST POSITION FOR AIMING. 

In the years Of search for the best 
methods, certain positions have been 
found to give the best results when 
used by the majority of men, and such 
positions have been adopted by the 


This drill combines many of the con- 
ditions of field service. At the signal 
to halt and commence firieg a man may 
find himself in a depression of the 
ground that prevents his seeing the 
target, or, on lying down to fire, the 
to may obscure his aim and ne will 

ave to ae his place or position; in 
either case he loses some of the thirty 
seconds allowed him and is rendered 
unsteady. 

Some men never can become good 
shots. Others Gan only do good shoot- 
ing at a target, becoming excited when 
conditions vary. Another class are 
notoriously oncertain target shots, but 
wnerring game shots and successful 
hunters. 

A curious incident revealed unsus- 
pected qualities in an officer who had 
an excellent target record, It was at 
a frontier fort. One of the Govern- 
ment mules was found to be suffering 
from glanders and was, of course, or- 
dered to be shot to prevent the spread 
of the disease. The officer mentioned, 
although in ,the. midst of a hunting 
country, had never killed any game. 
Desiring to test his ability he offered to 
shoot the animal, and taking his rifle 
and ammunition he _ sallied forth. 
Whether his heart failed him at the 
critical moment, or whether the mule 
hypnotized him has always been an 
open question—certain it is that after 
the sound of repeated rifle shots had 
attracted on-lookers, the officer was 
seen going away from the mule, which, 
finhurt, was wonderingly regarding the 
disturber of its peace. It is said that 
the sergeant of the guard, who later

til he has, as he thinks, gotten the two 
sights and the black mark, or bullseye 
inaline; then he calls ‘‘mark.’’ and 
the marker puts the end of the lead 
pencil through the hole inthe center 
of the bullseye and makes a dot on the 
apet. This givesthe man's first aim; 
e tries three times, the bullseye being 
moved away from the center each ime, 
andthe variations of the three aims 
give the accuracy of the man’s aim and

TRAINING THE EYE. 

Then tomes the estimating distance 
drill, This is one of the most important 
preliminary drills, for no matter how 
meh care may have been taken in 
teaching the soldier how to hold him- 
self and his gun, touse his sights intelli- 
gently, and to pull bis trigger without 
disturbing his aim, it is all practically 
Useless in individual firing in the field 
if he catinot gauge with approximate 
accurateness the distance to the object 
he wishes to hit with his bullet. 

In this estimating distance drill every 
man is taught to make comparisons of 
familiar olfjects, such as a man, at dif- 
fefent distances.

SUPERIORITY OF AMBRICAN MARKSMANSHIP. 

Kit Carson once said, when applying: 
for men to do a certain piece of danger- 
ous frontier duty, “Give me men, not 
dragoons!’’ but the soldiers of today 
have replaced in skill and endurance 
the type of man Kit Carson repre- 
sented. 

The American soldier is so trained in 
the use of his weapon that he instinct- 
ively uses it correctly. Atarecent the- 
atrical rehearsal in New York some sol- 
diers were acting as supernumeraries, 
and, although warned to avoid aiming 
directly at the man who was to be fired 
upon, yet when the time came one of 
them, carried away somewhat by the 
play. unconsciously used his rifle as he 
had been taught, with the result that 
the man fired upon was marked severely 
by the powder from the blank cartridge; 
the comment upon this by the press 
was that ‘it had been supposed that 
soidiers knew haw to use their weap- 
ons’’; but it should have been in this 
case that the result showed conclusively 
that the man had been well trained, and 


he had unconsciously done what long” 


training had made second nature. 

No foreign soldiers attain, as a class, 
such restlts as do ours, for the expense 
would be teo great for an army of the 
size maintained by European nations; 
and in the case of England, in her wars 
with savage tribes, this fact has been 
against her immediate success, al- 
though, with the exception of Afghan- 
istan, she has finally gained her object. 


SWIMMERS IN DARKNESS,

Ocean fish, and the fish of inland 
waters, with few exceptions. make 
good use of their eyes. Into the deep 
sea, into black lagoons, overhung by 
dense tropical forésts, into the thick, 
muddy current of great Western and 
Southern rivers, some glimmer of light 
penetrates by Which the finny inhabi- 
tants may see their way and find their 
food 


But it sometimes occurs that swim- 
mets whose natural home is in sunlit 
waters are compelled to pass their lives 
in rayless gloom. 

The fish of the River Styx, in the 
Mammoth Cave, of Kentucky, affords 
an instance of this state of things. 
However they may first have found their 
way into these waters, they are now so 
inured to their gloomy 
as to have formed a species adlapted in 
structure to the elements in which they 
live. Born as they are into. unbroken 
darkness, eyes are lacking to them, and 
their perceptions must depend upon the 
acutness of other senses. While they 
Manage to exist and perpetuate their 
kind, they are weak, colorless, under- 
fed creatures, making a ‘poor showing 
f6r size and vigor compared With fish of 
acorresponding species in waters above 
ground. 

’ Fish sometimes t shut out from 
sunlight by the gradual closing over of 
the surface of a shallow, muddy lake. 
Marsh grass, lily and flag roots inter- 
weave near the face of the water into a 
frame work upon which decaying stalks 


and leaves and the lodgment of floating 


material fromthe air form, by degrees, 
a covering seeming to the éye like solid 
land. When this matted growth has 
wholly coveged the surface, in hidden 
pools of water amid the prevailing soft 
mire, the fish of the natural lake may 
still survive and breed for many years; 
they, too, adapt themselves in structure 
totheir changed and darkened condi- 
tione— us... 


FISH FROM ARTESIAN WELLS. 

Swimmers underground are sometimes 
brought to light in odd and unexpected 
ways. Accounts have appeared in the 
newspapers that living fish have been 
thrownto the earth's surface inthe 
stream of water rising from an artesian 
well. In such cases the driil has prob- 
ably entered some subterranean reser- 
voir or water vein having its source ip 
the bottom ofan open lake or river 
But still itis not impossible that ofisb 
may existandeven breed in the cur: 
rent of some of the large water fissures 
deep underground. 

WATER PIPE SWIMMERS. 

The inhabitants of the large und@er- 
ground pipes of the water systems of 
cities afforG instances of these swim- 
mers in darkness. The large storage 
reservoirs which feed the pipes always 
contain fish of various kinds, and the 
spawn—perhaps, too, tiny minnows— 
being drawn through the filters into 
the discharge pipes, there develop the 


best they can under the dark and 
straitened conditions. Eels, always 
found in the pipes, perhaps work eir 


way down through the filters or enter 
from the sewers at times when the 
water is wasted from the pipes. These 
fish and perch and sometimes rock bass 
are hardy enough to endure the gloom 
and confinement, and find by other 
senses than sight food enough to keep 
them alive. In the principal mains, 
the diameters of which usually range 
from thirty to forty inches, they find free 
swimming rocm. 

The perch and bass, which grow to a 
length of three or four, or sometimes 
six inches, are pallid, pany creatures, 
with bodies thin, colorless and transiu- 
cent. They do not breed in the pipes, 
hence the species never get fall 
adapted in structure to their surround- 
ings. Their eyes do not disappear, as 
in case of the fish of the Mammoth 
Cave, but are blind, being covered by 


1a thick film. 


The eels attain their fall natural size 
and appear to get along well in their 
underground quarters. and to keep in 
good condition. It does not disturb 
their health to be restored to above- 
ground waters, whereas the perch and 
bass die at once on being taken into the 
light. 

The imprisoned fish, so long as they 
keep within the main conduits, are of 
no great disadvantage to the water 
systems. It is by swimming up the 
small pipes leading to buildings that 
they give trouble. Large manufactor- 
les are especially liable té annoyance 
from this cause. To prevent it as 
far as possible it is usual with such es- 
tablishments to make a trap, known as 
a fish well, ata point where the water 
enters the meter. This well consists of 
a basin of varying depth, about a foot 
anda half long by a foot wide; but 
sometimes it proves insufficient to con- 
tain the fish, mostly eels, that collect in 

Thus some years ago the fish well 
in the supply pipe leading into the 
South Boston Sugar Refinery became 
filled to overflowing with eels, which, 
by clogging the meter, put the company 
to considerable trouble and expense to 
remedy the matter. 

Luckily for the contentment of the

In unending darkness, with heads 
pointed to the current, they lie in their 
cylindrical iron prison, swaying pale 
bodies hard!y more substantial than the 
water about them, waiting with groping 
senses to secure what food the black 
onfiow may bring them. Short com- 
mons they must tind to judge by their 
thin appearance. 

Other dangers than starvation beset 
the perch and bass. Forever squirming 
along the pipes in search of prey comes 
the voracious ¢el, adapted by nature to 
making his living by devious methods. 
In the limits of the conduits there would 
be narrow room in which to dodge, even 
if they had eyes with which to see his 
approach. 

it seems a peculiar irony of fate the 
perch, which is born to floatin sun- 
shiny waters, swimming near the sur- 
face in schools, should be the particular 
fish that here finds himself shut out 


from light. Even companionship would 
seem to be denied him, for in the dark- 
ness he hardly can trust the approach 


of any living thing of seemingly equal 
size with himself. Beset by such dan- 
gers, blind, chilly and starved, the un- 
fortunate perch might, as reasonably as 
any living creature could, entertain se- 
rious doubts as to whether life was 
worth living. 

The end comes for him—if he is not 
snapped up by some larger fish—when, 
after attaining growth according to his 
days and luck in securing food, the ca- 
daverous swimmer, darting from some 
pursuer or instinctively seeking the 
light, swims at last up some house pipe. 
Unable, as well as fearing, to tura, he 
presses onward until he can go no far- 
ther, and there, stuck fast, ends his bar- 
ren existence, unknowing the stir and 
execration that his dismal taking off 
will cause in the upper world through 
the stopping of the pipe. 

SOME LUCKY Bass. 

Sometimes it happens that large fish 
find themselves swept from the upper 
waters into these dark and hollow quar- 
ters. A recent instance of this nature 
oceurred in Brookline, Mass., in which 
town is situated one of the sources of 
Boston's watet supply. Black bass has 
been introduced into the reservoir in 
the expectation that they would keep 
down the fish of other species. Here 
the new comers so multiplied and throve 
that when, after years, it became nec- 
essary to draw off the water for the 
purpose of cleaning the reservoir, a 
marketman paid the city a considerable 
sum of money for the fish that would 
thereby be left high and dry. 

The purchaser was duly on hand 
when, the waters drained away, the 
reservoir bottom was left uncovered. 
He had brought with him a wagon 
filled with barrels, in which to carry 
away his spoils. But scarcely a pail 
was to be found; the fish had followed 
the retreating waters through the 
main pipe into the main sewer and 
thence to the sea.

BROKE THE RECORD. 


Tom Morris Sustains His Reputation 
as a, Sprinter. 


The Seventy-five Yard Race Won by the 
Peat.land Wonder, Defeating 
Champion Quirk in the Fast 
Time of 7 1.5 Seconds. 


at.| The world’s sprinting record for sev- 
enty-five yards was unofficially broken 
yesterday at Santa Ana, by Tem Morris, 
the peat-land wonder, who, like Silk- 
wood, has been astounding the natives 
in this portion of the country the past 
few months with exhibitions of phenom- 
enal speed. The race was with James 
Quirk, the Canadian, who holds the 
world’s championship record, 714 sec- 
onds, for seventy-five yards, and was 
won by 214. feet in 7 1-5 seconds. As 
the start was from mutual consent the 
time given cannot be considered offi- 
cial, and therefore does not count 
asarecord. Quirk came all the way 
from Canada to defeat Morris in this 
race, ashe claimed he was not well 
when Morris beat him at Albuquerque 
in September last. About eighteen 
thousand dollars changed hands on the 
race, and more would have been 
changed if the Morris men had not run 
out of money. Bets of all kinds 
were made. Sporting men frem 
Salt Lake City, Denver and San Fran- 
cisco were on hand, and had piles 
of money to put on Quirk. When the 
Morris mongy ran out the visitors took 
real estate and chattels against cash, 
so eager were they for bets. e man 
putup $25 against a very ordimary 
horse, and another $250 against\fiifty 
It | sight-unmseen horses from a band near 
Capistrano. And so matters went on- 
til about 2:80 o'clock, when the pool 
box opened up. Quirk sold at $20 and 
Morris at $2 It was not long, how- 
ever, until Quirk sold favorite at $15 
to Morris at $10. In this line the sale 
continued until the Morris money was 
all used up. 

Everything being in readiness, the 
runners Came on the track, Morris first, 
of | followed by Quirk ten minutes later. 
At 8:80 o’clock both men stépped to 
of | the scratch and Quirk bounded down 
the line like a rubber ball, but Morris 
remained on the other side. He did 
not seem to be in any hurry to get off, 
and resorted to jockeying his opponent. 
This preliminary work only lasted a few 
minutes, however, until Morris, while 
taking position for the kangaroo 
start, caught Quirk in the act of leav- 
ing the line. Like a flash he bounded 
over, too quick for Quirk to relax his 
muscles, about twelve inches in the 
lead, and down the stretch they went 
like the wind, Morris leading all the 
through and breaking the string 
the world’s record two and one- 
half feet in advance of Quirk. The 
race was over in less time than it takes 
to tell about it, but while it lasted 


was a beautiful sight. A 
more exciting one is seldom 
seen. Pandemonium reigned. The 


crowd ‘rushed for Morris ana made an 
effort to carry himoff the track. Quirk 
returned to the referee and asked if the 
race was not a dead heat. Both Quirk 
and Black, his backer, protested the 
paying of the purse over to Morris, but 
did not give their grounds for making 
the protest. To be sure that he would 
make no mistake Mr. Durfee immedi- 
ately drove to the city to consult a law- 
yer asto his rights in the premises, 
during which time the crowd assembled 
in the city and rather . impatiently 
awaited the referee's decision. 

The decision finally came and Morris 
was declared the winner of the race 
and purse of $10,000. , Quirk and his 
as | backers left in the evening for Los An- 
geles, considerably disappointed in the 
result of the race. Quirk says Morris 
is the fastest man on earth. It was 

talked on the streets that Quirk hada 
sure thing, before the race, but that 
Morris ran it out on him, and, being the 
fastest man, won with several inches to 
spare. Morris will probably goto Eng- 
land in the ag | to try conclusions 
with the fastest English runners. He 
will run any man in the world 75, 100 
or 125 yards.

The Angels again got nothing, and 
Jimmy went to pitch.

ters and love makes the atmosphere in 
which you dwell. 
Such a home is the best thing that 
the world has to give. It is better than 
riches, or place, or power; better than 
everything save man’s hope of heaven.

How truly has it been said that the 
present is woman's century, for never 
before in human history has life meant 
so much to her or held in-store for her 
such great possibilities. Woman's hand 
is everywhere, working along all the 
lines of human action, and she is doing 
forthe world, and for her own sex, 
work that is far-reaching and fragrant 
with philanthropic zeal and ennobling 
effort.

“Have you heard of the Margaret 
Louisa Home of New York? Hundreds 
of women have done so, for you will 
find them there from any part of the 
compass. It is not until you have 
mounted tothe fourth or fifth floors 
of a dozen boarding-houses and been 
greeted with stuffy odors that you fully 
appreciate the comfort, peace and 
beauty of the home.. 

“It is a hotel for Protestant self-sup- 
porting women, whocan bring satisfac- 
tory references. it was given by Mrs. 
Margaret Louisa Shepard, daughter of 
the late William H. Vanderbilt, and is 
now under the auspices of the Young 
Women's Christian Association. 

“The building is six stories high, with 
a brownstone front in the Romanesque 
style. The lower halls and restaurant 
have beautiful marble mosaic floors, and 
are lighted by stained glass windows. 
The parlors are luxuriously furnished. 
In one are several hundred books of the 
best English and American authors, 
while on the tables of the other are all 
the daily papers and the best magazines. 
The building is strictiy fireproof, which 
gives an added sense of comfort. 

“On entering the rooms of the guests 
one is impressed with the sense of 
cheerfulness and of delicious cleanliness, 
The walls are painted in warm colors, 
on the floors are rugs, the furniture and 
bedding are of the best quality. Every 
room is supplied with both electricity 
and gas. 

“It is in the bathrooms that one's 
sense of luxury is appealed to. The 
tubs are.of porcelain, the floors white 
tile and the facings of marble.

“One becomes so interested, too, in 
the guests, for they come from every 
part of the United States and of Europe. 
There are musicians, singers, teachers, 
jourvalists, artists, trained nurses, real 
estate brokers, milliners, dressmakers, 
and some few have dealings in Wall 
street. 

“Many of them, of course, are strang- 
ers in New York city, seeking emplov- 
ment. This month gives each an oppor- 
tunity to find a good boarding place, 
while she has the pleasure of knowing 
that she is living economically and well 
and at the same time is in a Christian 
atmosphere. Every woman who comes 
to New York alone appreciates the 
sweet sense of protection and rest that 
she finds here.

MISS KATE MARSDEN, 


‘| And Her Notable Mission to the Siberian 


Lepers. 
contributed to The Times. 

Lonpox, Nov. 26.—Miss Kate Mars- 
den, the heroic woman who is going to 
devote her whole life to the Siberian 
lepers, has been greatly helped in her 
endeavors by the kind sympathy and 
help of Queen Victoria, the Princess of 
Wale and the Empress of Russia. 
They have not only granted her a 
private audience and taken the greatest 
personal interest in her work, but have 
as much as possible made tverything 
easy for her. Happening to meet her 
at Lady Jeune’s, where she had been 
asked to meet the Duchess of Teck and 
Princess May, 1 took an opportunity of 
finding out from her some hitherto un- 
publihed details about her great 
journey into the interior of Rassia, and 
the manner in which she has been re- 
ceived by various royal personages. 

Miss Marsden, who isa tall, elegant 
woman of 38 years of age, wears a 
kind of semi-religious dress, in fact, the 
uniform ef the Royal British Nurses’ 
Association. In answerto a question, 
he replied: 

“When I first? thought of taking up 
this subject | saidto myself the first 
thing I must do is to get presented to

Her Majesty, the Queen, forif an En- 
glish woman goes through this ceremony 
she can always go to any 
court wherevershe may happen to be 
staying. Therefore, on the 5th of 
March, 1890, 1 was presented at Buck- 
oe palace, but I little then thought 
that Ishould ever have a talk with 
Her Majesty and be reccived with the 
extreme familiar kindness I have been, 
both at Balmoral and at Marlborough 
house.

The Empress again re- 
ceived me, and we held @ meeting of 
the American Embassy, then presided 
over by Emery Smith. The Czarina 
was represented by Count Alexandrine 
Tolstoi, her first lady in waiting, and 
twelve a court persona 
well. Onmy arrival in London Her 
Majesty the Queen sent for me to Bal- 
moral and received me most graciously.

DR. KATE CAMPBELL HURD. 
The Medical’ Director at Bryn Mawr 
School,

Dr. Kate Campbell Hurd was born in 


Canada in 1867, but after her third 


year lived in Newburyport, Mass. 
Het father a physician, was never 


known to be without books in his hands

schools, she began literary work by re- 
porting church sociables, and preparing 
papers for missionary a Then 
came medical translations from the 
French, and-jetters of travel for various 
newspapers. 

Busy yearsof college life followed, 
ar.d a still busier year of hospital and 
dispensary work in Boston, into which 
there came the new interest in physical 
culture. 

When the hospital life ended, a 
course in physical education was at 
once undertaken, with Dr. Sargent and 
Baron’ Posse in America, anda year of 
travelin Europe to study the various 
forms of gymnastics use in the 
schools and hospitals and sanitaria of 
England, France, Germany and Scan- 
dinavia. 

In the autumn of 1890 Dr. Hurd en- 
tered tpon her duties as medical direc- 
tor at the famous model school of 
America—-the Bryn Mawr Preparatory 
school, in Baltimore. The building 
cost $250,000; its gymnasium is one 
of the finest in the world, equipped 
with apparatus of all the ‘‘systems’’ 
and supplied with Zanders’ machines 
for medical. gymnastics; it is made 
moré complete by a large swimming 
pool and over thirty private baths. 

To this gymnasium go all sorts and 
conditions of people. My lady in her 
carriage, who is over-corpulent; slight 
little ss Prim, who nervous;

Furnace and Stove Dust.

One little matter which few people 
think about will keep half the dust out 
of rooms that now gathers—and that is 
to shut the register and open the pipe 
draft whenever the ashes are being 
shaken down or taken up. The same 
care should be used with a stove, and 
the ashes gently sprinkled with a wet 
whisk as each shovelful is putin the re- 
ceiver. Also, the register should be 
lifted and the pipe wiped free of all . 
dust in reach at every sweeping. : 

The quantity that gathers in the bend 
of the flue weekly accounts for the 
complaint of furnaces making so much 
dust over the house. A damp cloth and 
a long arm will bring it up, and when 
the registeris wiped clean, a percepti- 
ble improvement will be felt in the 
smell and quality of the air.

Caprivi Says Ie Will Dissolve the Reich. 
stag Uniess It Passes the Govern- 
ment Measure—The Chancel. 
lor’s Answer to Richter.

Beriix, Dec. 10.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.]| Gen. von Kaltenborn 
Stachau, Minister of War, introduced 
the Army Bill in the Reichstag today 
for a first reading, with a long, earnest 
specch. 

He declared that Germany must be 
prepared to enter at any moment intoa 
final war, which would dwarf all pre- 
ceding wars in the magnitude of the 
forces engaged and of the issues to be 
decided, lt was imperative that every 
man in Germany able to bear arms 
should be ready to respond when called. 
The bill was a Measure of supreme ne- 
cessity and demanded no sacrifice that 
the patriotism of the nation should not 
be willing to grant, and no sacrifice 
greater than what other’ nations were 
making in preparation for the mighty 
struggle that might at any time begin. 
It was in obedience to the supreme need 
of Germany in that struggle that the 
bill had been prepared, and the govern- 
ment hoped and expected that it would 
receive the support of every one inter- 
ested in maintaining the integrity of 
the fatheriand, and in defending those 
advantages which it had cost so much 
of German bipod and German energy to 
obtain. 

che War Minister described at length 
the details of the billand showed that 
every effort had-been made to make the 
burden as light as a prudent regafd for 
the security of the country and efi- 
ciency of the army would permit. 

The address was favorably received 
and the utterances in regard to the al- 
most certainty of*a great European war 
atanearly date evidently produced a 
profound impression as confirming the 
predictions of Chancellor von Caprivi 
on the same subject. 

Chancellor von Caprivi made a 
speech, in which he hinted that the 
government was determingd to dissolve 
the Reichstag unless the bill was passed. 


DEBATE ON THE BILL. 
Caprivi's Reply to Richter—The Measure 
Absolately. 

Beri, Dec. 10.—[Copyright, 1892, 
by the Associated Press.|] On the eve 
of the first reading of the Army Bill 
Chancellor von Caprivi gave a parlia- 
mentary dinner, unique in character, 
bringing together, as it did, both mem. 
bers of the Reichstag of all parties 


and press representatives of all 
shades of opinion, except Social- 
ists. It was a memorable recognition 


of the influence of the press, and 
marked an epoch in German journal- 
ism. While this dinner was proceeding 
the Socialists were holding meetings in 
every electoral district in Berlin, pro- 
testing against the Army Bill. Reso- 
lutions were adopied denouncing mili- 
tarism, and urging the formation of a 
people's militia. A new feature of the 
meeting was a large attendance of per 
sons who, by their fervid enthusiasm, 
gave more trouble to the police than 
their Socialist brothers dared cause. 

When the debate on the Army Bill 
opened in the Reichstag today the 
house was croWded and the galleries 
full of visitors. The tenor of the 
speeches from all sides disclosed no un- 
compromising hostility to the bill. 
Herr Richter, in his address, said that 
the Freisinnige party would grant 
whatever funds were necessary for the 
introduction of the system of two years’ 
service, but the Chancellor would have 
to apply to a more complacert Reich- 
stag than the present one to obtain de- 
mands beyond that. He contended that 
the bill would raise an extraordinary 
budget tothe extent of 200,000,000 
marks, 

The Chancellor's reply tothe speeches 
against the bill was mainly directed at 
Richter. He said that the latter was 
an able politicalstatistican, but scarcely 
in a position to offer a reliable opinion 
on the details of the military system. 
On this subject views that were author- 
itative inthe highest military circles 
must have most weight. 

‘So convinced am |,’’ said the Chan- 
cellor, ‘‘of the necessity of the bill for 
the continued existence of Germany 
that if the Reichstag wished to throw 
upon me its’ own responsibility, I would 
tranguilly accept it.’’ This statement 
was greeted with cheers. 

Continuing, the Chancellor said that 
under the provisions of the bill 60,000 
young men annually would be added to 
the army; that in a few vears 450,000 
more men would be ready to take the 
field against a hostile army. This 
statement also elicited cheers. ‘The 
Chancellor appealed to the house not to 
throw the country into confusion by re- 
jecting the measure. 

Manteuffel, speaking for the Conserv- 
atives, said that his party would vote 
for the bill if it was proved that the 
quality of the army would not suffer 
through the proposed increase in num- 
bers and organization. 

The general opinion is that the bill 
will pass the first reading by a good 
majority.

COUNTY DIVISIONS 


Result of the Conyention at-Po- 
mona Yesterday. 


Resolution Favoring Division Adopted 
by a Large Majority. . a 


Asusa, Glendora and .Puente Delega- 
tions Solid Against It, 


The Proceedings Marked by General 
Good Feeling—Reports from Both 
Sides—Some Rather Breezy 
Debates. 


Correspondence of The Times. 

Pomona, Dec. 10,—A convention was 
held in Pomona today, the object of 
which wasto test the feeling of the 
people in the adjoining districts in re- 
gard to the formation of a new county. 
The convention met at 11:35 o'clock, 
and was only in session abovt two hours, 
petting through its labors in much less 
time than any one anticipated. It was 
called to order by Phil Stein, president 
ofthe Pomona Board of Trade, who 
stated to the convention that there had 
been no secret caucuses held and no 
put-up jobs, and that the meeting was 
simply called to see how the people in 
the proposed new county felt in regard 
to the matter. 

The first thing in order being the 
election of a chairman, Richard Gird of 
Chino was nominated and unanimously 
elected, there being no other nomina- 
tions, 

Senator McComas of Pomona was 
asked to escort Mr. Girdto the chair, 
which he did amid the applause of the 
delegates. Hedeclined to make any 
speech, stating that he hoped the con- 
vention would at once proceed to bus!i- 
ness. 

Fred J, Smith of Pomona was then 
chosen secretary, and the names of the 
delegates were read as follows:. Azusa, 
11 delegates; Ontario, 16; Rincon, Ro- 
jJand, 2; Cucamonga, 5: Coviba, 5; 


Chino, 7; Glendora, 9; Lordsburg, 8; 


Mt. View, 1, and Pomona, 37. 

The convention then plunged’ right 
into business, J. D. H. Browne of Po- 
mona introducing the following resolu- 
tion: 

WHEREAS, there has been a strong dispo- 
sition in many quarters in Southern Cali- 
fornia and elsewhere to reduce the size of 
the larger counties, and to form new cotin- 
ties, where interests of society and. com- 
merce demand the change; and 

WHEREAS, it has been demonstrated that, 
as in the case of Orange county the ex- 
pense attending the formation and main- 
tainance of a newcounty is apprecigbly 
less to the taxpayers, while a more satis. 
factory and equitable management and 
service have been attained: and 

WHEREAS, “there is every reason to be- 
lieve that in the nature of things, San Ber- 
nardino and Los Angeles counties must at 
no distant day, owing to their rapidly 
growing population and wealth, and 


great extent of their territory, be 
divided, and one or more new coun- 
ties formed to the great benefit 


of the remaining portions,as well ae me 
parts cut off; and, 

WHEREAS, the eastern portion of Los An. 
geles and the western part of San Bernar. 
dino counties have interests in common, 
which demand that, in anticipation of com. 
ing events, imMediate action shall be taken 
to secure the formation of a new connty 
upon lines and in a way to be ‘hereafter set- 
tled upon by this convention; therefore, | 

Resolved, that this convention approves 
of the proposed new committee to frame a 
billangin other ways take fon for 
secure the necessary legistation for 


purpose. 

Mr. Browne then madea speech favor- 
ing his resolution, which was watmly 
applauded. He stated that it would 
bring the government nearer home; 
that the taxes were much less in 
smaller counties than in larger ones; 
that Los Angeles and San Bernardino 
counties were to be divided sooner or 
later, and he thought, for the interest 
of all sections, that the proposed county 
should be formed. 

After his speech the Azusa delegation 
reported that they were instructed to 
oppose the new county scheme under 
all circumstances; that they had con- 
sidered allof Mr. Browne’s arguments 
before, and that not one out of ‘twenty 
in the Azusa precinct were in favor of 
county division. 

The question of how the county was 
to be formed was brought up, or rather 
in regard to the indebtedness and mode 
of settling with the old county. 


tax rates in different counties. 


he had gone carefully over the records 
of fifteen large and fifteen small coun- 
ties in California, and the tax rate in 
the larger counties averaged $1.07 for 
county purposes, whereas in smaller 
counties it only amounted to 88 cents. 
The convention then adjourned till 2 
o’clock and the delegates were taken to 
the Hotel Polomares to lunch at the ex- 
pense of the Pomona Board of Trade. 

The convention was called to order at 
2:15, and Mr. McKinlyof Cucamonga, 
who is an enthusiast for the new county, 
and said it would be the banner county 
of the State, moved that the vote be 
made by delegations, so many for and 
so many against county division. ‘The 
motion was carried. 

Dr. Needham of Glendora said that 
his delegation was not like that of 
Azusa, as their hands were not tied and 
they could vote as they saw proper. 
His people were in favor ofa new county, 
but under different lines. They had 
first-class railroad facilities with Los 
Angeles, and the way the resolution 
read they could only favor a part of it, 
and would, therefore, vote against it. 

The Azusa delegation then said they 
thought Pomona ought to have a new 
county, but they wanted to be left out 
of it. Move the line five miles east of 
them, instead of the San Gabriel River, 


and they would do all they could, but. 


leave them out. 

Mr. McKinly of Cucamonga, and 
Senator McComas ot Pomona both 
made strong speeches in favor of 
county division, Mr. McKinly stating 
that it would be a Godsend to them, as 
they would escape the taxes for the 
new county courthouse at San Bernar- 
dino, which was to cost $500,000. 

T. S.. Knowles, Esq., of Ontario then 
moved as an amendment to the resolu- 
tion that the temporary county seat be 
placed at Ontario, but the. motion was 
ruled out of order. The precincts were 
then called and voted as follows:
